Hi, my name is Senator Wodge, and as your duly elected Senator representing you in Washington D.C., many 
of you have recently been complaining to me how difficult it is to explain to your children about the issue with 
Syria and all that chemical weapons stuff and children and all that. So, that's why I wanted to show you this 
little play - it explains things the best way I know how. Yes, their cigarette smoke is annoying, it's even 
affecting the children - but hey, look at what could happen if we say anything. Let's just, bite down hard, 
swallow, take a deep breath - okay, don't take a deep breath - and play along, it could be worse! I ask you to 
re-elect me to the U.S. Senate, and I'll keep things simple! Thank you!
